The sentim ent is particularly no­ 
ticeable in the Senate, where many 
m em bers who opposed this plan of 
taxation when it was proposed as 
an am endm ent to the revenue bill 
are beginning to realize they were

when they cast their 
votes against it. 
The unsatisfactory w orking of the 
new revenue bill, as evidenced by 
the

of 
com plaints 
flow ing 
into the Treasury D epartm ent, has 
added strength to the cause of the 
sales tax because of the latter’s sim ­ 
plicity 
and 
workableness, 
which 
have been dem onstrated w herever it 
has been tried. 
There is no question that when 
congress again 
takes 
up the task 
of drafting a revenue bill the friends 
of the sales tax will be In a strong­ 
er 
position 
tuaji 
ever 
before and 
will be able to m ake 
their 
argu­ 
m ents felt in a m anner that may 
result in the adoption of this m eth­ 
od of taxation for all governm ent 
purposes. 
A m ong som e of the sincere advo­ 
cates of the sales tax m easure there 
is a very strong sentim ent in favor 
of am ending the H ouse bill for tile

Senator S m oot’s View s. 
Senator Sm oot, a pioneer am ong
